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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 21 and 23 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on October 28, 2008. 

Specification 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction of the 
following is required: at least one of the threads of said second component member "uniformly" 
extending along its length at a second lead angle such that the length extending at the second 
lead angle is "free of any portion extending therefrom at an angle different" from the second lead 
angle. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 1-7, 11-14, 22, 24-30 and 33-35 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. There is no support in the disclosure as originally filed for 
the limitations of at least one of the threads of said second component member "uniformly" 
extending along its length at a second lead angle such that the length extending at the second 
lead angle is "free of any portion extending therefrom at an angle different" from the second lead 
angle. This is a new matter rejection. 
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4. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "the inner ceiling surface of said first component member" 
in lines 3-4. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-7, 11-14, 22, 24-30 and 33-35 appear to overcome the art of record. However, 
in view of the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 1 st and/or 2 nd paragraphs set forth in this Office 
action, the claims cannot be deemed allowable. 

Conclusion
